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Fall Registration 
Bigger than ever 


According to registrar John 
Peroni, registration for the fall 
semester of 1970 was the 
smoothest first-semester 
registration in Northern Essex 
history. ‘ 

When asked if the student 
organization had a bearing on 
the efficiency of the operation, 
Peroni replied: “Members of the 
faculty acted as advisors. The 
students themselves ran _ the 
whole thing, and they did a 
really great job-at least I think 
so.” 

There are approximately 1800 
first-semester day students 
enrolled, with seniors totalling 
nearly 700, and the remaining 
1100 freshmen. This enrollment 
encompasses the _ greater 
Haverhill area, Lawrence, 
Lowell, Methuen, Beverly, 
Littleton, Boston, along with 
various other areas in New 
Hampshire. Peroni noted, “A 
definite increase in freshmen 


_Tegistration this year.” 


Of the several Associates 
Degree programs offered, 


General Liberal Arts holds the 
greatest concentration of 
students, while Technical 
Sciences holds the least. 

As Northern Essex continues 
to expand and attract more 
applicants, the problem of 
possible complications was 
raised. Mr. Peroni referred to the 
progress on the new campus 
presently under construction in 
the Kenoza Lake area. The 110 
acre construction site hopes to 
realize completion by February 
of 1972. It will, however, be 
partially finished by next fall. 
Registrar Peroni states: “The 
philosophy of the community 
college concept is to serve the 
radius of 20-25 miles. With the 
new campus, we should be 
better able to fulfill this 
philosophy. Naturally, there will 
be some complications, since 
there will be more courses 
offered, and more _ students 
applying. But hopefully, nothing 
which cannot be overcome.”

What is a Newspaper ¢ 


“J see three major functions 
of the newspaper as these: 

_(1) To communicate to the 
students the important 
happenings in the school and 
events outside the college that 
would seem to be of general 
interest to the students and 
general faculty. 

(2) To provide an outlet for 
creative student writing. 

(3) To insure that the 
students’ voice will be heard in 
the operation of the school. 

These statements may not 
strike you as anything important 
but let us look at them in the 
light of what a newspaper isn’t: 

A student newspaper is 


An official bulletin board 
(although undoubtedly most 
items appearing on a bulletin 
board may have substantial news 


value). 
It is not a _ vehicle for 
promulgating the official 


positions of the administration, 


the college, or the faculty. 

It is not a public relations 
vehicle created for the primary 
purpose of impressing outsiders. 

The most frequently discussed 
controversy concerning campus 
publications relates to the 
question of what they should 
print. The answer seems 
perfectly clear; the yardstick by 
which the worth of any story 
should be measured is the extent 
to which it will interest or affect 
stydents. Moreover, decisions 
concerning what should and 
should not be printed in the 
newspaper can be best made by 
the students, with the help and 
advice of the Faculty advisors.

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Notice To All Work 
Study Students 


District Director William E. Williams advised students 
in college cooperative work-study programs that in most 
cases compensation received for services rendered is 
taxable. Many students engaged in these programs 
mistakenly believe that these payments qualify as 
non-taxable scholarships. 

Normal employer-employee relationships do not 
confer exemption on income under Section 117 of the 
Internal Revenue Code. Scholarship benefits must meet 
certain Internal Revenue Service requirements to qualify 
as tax excludable. 

Under the Tax Reform Act of 1969 students and 
other taxpayers who qualify may earn up to $1725 and 
not be subject to withholding of income tax. 
Information regarding the taxability of grants, stipends, 
educational assistance payments and compensation for 
services may be received by calling Taxpayer Assistance 
in Boston at 223-3431, visiting Room E-100 in the John 
F. Kennedy Building, or checking with your nearest IRS 
office.

Riots on our campuses tell us 
as forcefully as those in the 
ghettos that our society is in 
grave need of repair - that the 
pressures of a nation in crisis 
have reached to one of the most 
hopeful, and hoping, corners of 
human endeavor. Out of a state 
of tension looms the prospect of 
anarchy. The fact is that only a 
minority of students have 
succumbed to these pressures by 
resorting to anarchy and 
violence; the majority have not. 
The challenge to the government 
and to the educational 
institutions is to see that 
anarchy gains no_ further 
converts. Each must remain 
steadfastly committed to the 
difficult partnership of order 
and reform. Government’s job is 
to assist higher education with 
funds, not to meddle in policy. 
Intervention by police and 
federal troops is legitimate in 
times of civil turmoil; we must 
recognize, however, that 
indiscriminate use of force 
pushes turmoil to disaster. 

I take exception with all 
efforts by politicians who seek 
political gain by impugning the 
idealism of our youth. Their 
idealism is a _ challenge to 
constructive action -- a challenge 
which I accept. The voice of 
dissent will lower of itself when 
the deeds of America’s leaders 
match their words.
